BOARD OF ADMINISTRATORS OF THE 6HARITY HOSPITAL, 

For the Year Ending December Sltt, 1894. 



Oov. Murphy J, Poite, OovortuHOfLonlsiMunuid Ex-OSlcio President ofthi I 
of Administrators of toe Gbaritj Hospital, New Orleans, l.n. ; 

Your Excellency— 1 beg leave to submit my annual report 
of this institution for the past year, and also such suggestions and 
recommendations as Been appropriate for the future. By refer- 
ence to the report of the House Surgeon, you will note that we 
have a larger attendance Hum in past .wars, taxing the utmost 
capacity of our over-crowding wards, ft is exceedingly gratifj ing, 
however, i<> report Dial we have been enabled to receive and 
properly care for all those unfortunates who have presented 
themselves at our gates. 

Oar Medical and Surgical Departments have kept pace la 
their respective sphereswith tin- advanced progress and develop- 
ments of their different departments. Many improvements of a 
genera] character have been made, which are conducive to the 
general wetfareand fchesphereof usefulness of this institution ■ 
and the buildings have all been maintained in the best condition 
and order. 

I respectfully desire to reiterate my annual and m 
recommendation thai we obtain additional land, in be used in 
the construetion of the much needed ward (huilding) for eon 
tagUm and infeeMous diseases, as it is well established that all 
diseases of I Ins eluss should he perfectrj isolated. The com 
mittee in charge of the worl of obtaining this additional land on 
Locust Btreel is malting progress, having acquired the greater 
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portion of the front on Locust street, and arc, al present, aegoti- 
ating for the balance of the front on that street. The acquisition 
of this land, which is now unoccupied, for so high and nobles 
purpose as thai for which we intend it. stronglj appeals to its 
holders to lend as their assistance in our task of aiding and sue 
I'oriiij,' tin- u ii fortunate sick. 

Our system of Trained Nurses has proven most effective, 
and it is a source of profound satisfaction thai we have, since 
its inception, l>cen enabled to develop its sphere of usefulness; h 
lias been done slowly, carefully and successfully. We have now 
as many nurses its we have accommodations for; and I avail 
myself of this opportunity to impress upon yon thai we shall, 
in the very near future, have to provide more ample and. addi- 
tional quarters for our Trained Nurses, for it will lie necessary 
for us to gradually and steadily continue to increase the number 
.it these nurses, until the} shall have the attendants required in 
all the wards. The advantage of having a separate homefbuild- 
ingonthe grounds) for the nurses will readilj commend itself; 
I'm- a home of I heir own. with a modes! library and other means 
of intellectual and rational diversions, will not only serve to 
elevate the service, t>ut will have a still greater attraction in 
diuu ing our supply from the i>est elements. 

1 desire respectfully to call your earnest attention to the groat 
need of establishing a School for Trained Male Nurses, and or 
ganizingil upon the same footing as that of the Female Trained 
Nurse Department. The argent need of such a school forcibly ap- 
peals to you, and I trust thai at an earlj date it will be success 
rally inaugurated.^ 

I commend to your consideration the enlargement and fur- 
ther development of the Pathological Department; also, the 
creation of a Bacteriological Department (which, owing to the 
-real advance that science has made must now be considered 

a necessity in all hospitals), and (lie importance Of which will 

present itself to you; as the matter has been under favorable 
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advisemenl on the pari of the Medical Committee, ii now only 
remains, by your earlj action, to create and develop so ■ 
and necessary an adjunct to this Hospital. 

We are gradually introducing iron beds and furnitnre into 
(In- Eospital. Thesupplj of filtered water h ;i s been materially 
increasedby the Lntrodnetaon of a new filter, which, in addition 
i "' former one, will give a supply of 50,000 gallons a day. 

UV have, bj the introduction of fire hose in our Main Build- 
tag, and byjreason of other means, taken additional precautions 
against danger by lire. 

The Surgical Amphitheatre, owing to the causes with which 
yon are Familiar, has been delayed beyond the allotted time ■ 
every effort has been made to hasten its completion, and unless 
some untoward conditions arise. I anticipate thai it will be ready 
fur occupancy by the r>lh of February. Owing to conditions be- 
yond our control, the cost of this building in extra work lias liven 
very large ; but it has been theobjeel and pnrpose of those in 
charge of its construction thai all the work and material, also the 
electrical and general surgical equipments, should l>e of the must 
modern and approved character. 

[earnestlj trust thai bj reason of the great advantages to 
accrue therefrom, and the material assistance which the surgeons 

will derive in their responsible and ho able tasks that we shall 

have no cause to regrel these additional expenditures. 

We have had further assistance from the Legislature in the 
enactments of Acts No, 130, relative to foreign heirs, ami 66, rela 
the to Marine Insurance Companies, and from which eventualh 
we hope to derive additional revenues, as the increasing develop 
incut of this institution is gradually entailing much larger \ ear h 
expenditures, and these will also continue to increase as we ex 
tend our sphere of usefulness and in responding to the demands 
made upon us. 

The Ambulance Corps has Eaithfully continued its satisfac- 
tory services. 
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The preservation and registering of the valuable report s of 
this Hospital has already been urged ttpou your attention, and 
[ beg respectfully in repeat mj previous recommendations thai 
proper steps In- taken towards their safe keeping, and their 

proper registration be assigned 60 the care of a dical officer of 

this institution. 

It becomes my ]iiiinful duty to make record of I he death of 
our much esteemed [-louse Sur<renn. I lie lamented Dr. Albert B. 
Miles, who, commencing his career ;i youth within the walls of 
iliis institution, in which he remained some bwenty years — 

from student to house surg i and from a period when entirely 

unknown, left behind him a name that stands preeminently high 
in the annals of his profession, and is here a household word 
a nj: the sick and suffering. 

To the members of the Medical and Surgical Visiting stall 
of this institution, and to the corps of instructors of the Trained 
Nurses, wear© very much indebted for their earnest assistance 
and very able co-operation. 

I beg to commend the very admirable services of our much 
honored Sisters of Charity, who, in their ceaseless, silent, untir- 
ing ministrations of charity and good deeds, have added su much 

to the ellicieney of ihis Hospital ; ami the responsible duties 
devolving upon ihem have been performed in a most admirable 

manner. 

House Surgeon J. I>. Bloom, in I ho performance of I he varied 

duties devolving upon him. has ably maintained the high reputa- 
tion attached to his position. 

Assistant House Surgeons I'orlier and Parker have effect 

ivelj discharged their duties: and the medical students have 
been prompt and efficient in their Ambulance Service, and also 
in their duties in ihc interior of the Hospital. 

I desire to express in this report m.\ commendation of the 
efficient services of our Secretarj and Treasurer; also of our 
Chief Engineer, whose duties have been targeh increased bj the 
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erection of the Amphitheatre. The Clerk, also, has discharged 
his duties with his usual regularity and promptness. 

The various committees have given much care and attention 
to carrying out the responsible trusts confided to them, and the 
results of their labors will be found in the generally improved 
condition of this institution. 

The wanteand requirements of the Hospital, and Hie contem- 
plated improvements, will entail our rarelul husbanding of our

ChttSemeu— The rlini.nl records of the Hospital detailing the 
wmk of the year in the various departments of its charity are 
herewith respectfullj submitted. At the lasl annual report there 
were remaining in the Hospital 786 patients; daring the year 
B064 were admitted a total of 9850 eared for in the wards of the 
institution. Of this number 5S14 were white, 3501 were colored, 
and 'Jin children; 7927 were discharged, 114:: .lied and 780 were 
remaining on Januarj I. 1895. In the obstetrical service 218 
children were born. The dailj average of patients was«93. 

The admissions were the largest in twenty-four years; noepi- 
demic disease prevailed, and the increase hut emphasizes the ap. 
preciation by the poor of the institution's charitj and convenient 
advantages for the care of tin sick. The mortality, which has 
been steadilj decreasing with <-;uii succeeding year, was hut little 
more than n percent, including patients dying within twenty- 
four hours of admission. 

The requirements of the various ward services in modern 
equipments and furnishings have been fully described in the iv 
ports nf iu\ late and distinguished predecessor. I beg to arise 
iipuii vim the necessity of securing these improvements, when con 
sistenl with the nuances of the institution, 'the need ,.r : nt acci- 
dnii ward will Ik- increased with the completion of the surgical 
amphitheatre, and likewise facilities for modern aseptic condi 
nuns in the ward sen ices of the surgical division, to all of which 
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these requirements pi-riaiii. Tin- delaj in (he eonstroction of the 
snrgical amphitheatre and neoeasarj adjuncts is to be deplored; 
Its completion win make a nen era in hospital work and benefits. 

The Department for Children, with its established claims to 
individuality*, lias won the protectorate of the kindly ladies of 
our community, and unproved sanitation, embellisluuent and 
comforts through their benevolence are sunn in be accomplished* 

The attendance in the t ►•iid-mr riinirs i-\ i-lcm-ns the helpful 
lM-ru-iiis of this department to the poor; 19,945 patients applied 
for treatment, to whom <;n.7l'7 consultations were given, in ad 
dition to the work of the clinics, 2474 cases were attended in the 
accident service. 

tie Ambulance Service lias been added improved equip- 
ments, which enhances the efficiency of the service and adds to 
the aieril of its humane work. The corps answered 1417 calls 
during the year. 

A resume of the work of the year makes the showing of a 
medical and surgical relief administered to 32,135 patients. In 
this work the hospital capacity has been severely taxed, as the 
dailj average indicates. The increased capacity requisite, the 
Bpecial care of infectious and contagious diseases and tie necessities 
of improved nursing, should prove argumentative in enlisting 
the aid required in securing the contiguous properties and 'lis 
used highway, for so beneficent a purpose.
